TOKIO, Feb. $.—Junnosuke In- 


ouye, one of Japan’s chief finan- 
ciers and a leader of the Minseito 
party, was killed tonight by a 23- 
year-old assassin who fired on him 


_as he arrived at a political meeting. 


The assailant, whose name is/| 
Tadashi Konuma, was arrested im- 
mediately. 


Police said they had discovered 
that Konuma had been living for 
two months at the home of a mem- 
ber of the notorious Black Dragon 


Society, one of the most active of 
Japan’s many reactionary organiz- 
ations of “‘patriotic’’ zealots. 

They said Konuma had told them 
he shot Inouye because he believed 
the Minister’s policies caused the 
present desperate plight of Japan's 
farmers. The man recently came to 
Tokio from a farming district. 

. Next to °Yuko Hamaguchi, who 
died last August of an assassin’s 
bullet, Inauye, who twice served as 
Finance Minister, was regarded as 
the strengest man in the Minseito 


party. 
Reijiro Wakatsuki succeeded 
Hamaguchi as Premier and head 


of the party, but his elevation was 
ccnsidered a temporary expedient 
ond Inouye was expected to be- 
come the party chief and Premier 
when the Minseito faction returns 
to power. 

During his last term as Minister 
of Finance he fought hard to keep 
Japah on the gold standard, and 
that standard was~ not abandoned 
until the Minseitos went out with 
the recent Cabinet reorganization. 

Inouye was long a staunch advo- 
cate of Japanese-American amity, 
and as vice president of the 
America-Japan Society he made 
several journeys to the United 
States. He numbered many noted 
American financiers among his 
friends as well:as leaders in other 
fields in the United States. 

Close associates said Inouye had 
opposed the Manchurian campaign 
from its start and reports had 
been frequently current that his 
life was in danger from plots. 

It was recalled that a bomb had 
exploded inside of Inouye’s Tokio 
residence on Feb. 5, 1931, while he 
was away. Five men were arrested 
and identified as members of the 
Reactionary Patriotic Society. 
Hamaguchi himself was shot by a 
member of the Reactionary Society. 

Inouye’s opposition to the Man- 
churian campaign was not gener- 
ally known to the public. His 
financial policy, including national 
economy and deflation, was among 
the principal reasons for the fall 
of the Minseito Cabinet late last 
year. His financial policy also 
made him the target of abuse from 
political opponents who deéclared 
he was responsible for Japan’s hard 
times. 

The widow of the noted politician 
arrived at the hospital soon after 
her husband's body. Dignified and 
dry-eyed. she received condolences.

The St. Louis County Gas Co. an- 
nounced today that it was prepar- 
ing to rve mixed matural and 
manufactured gas to residents of 
St. Louis County, buying the nat- 
ural gas from the source of supply 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. expects 
to use, and to charge new rates 
which for average net domestic 
bills will be 17.8 per cent tower 
than the rates Laclede has proposed 
for mixed gas of the same heat 
value, 800 British Thermal Units. 

The new county rates, the com- 
pany states, which were filed with 
the Public Service Commission at 
Jefferson City today to be effective 
as sodnN as the service is avail-, 
able, if approved, provide the 
following average reduction from 
present county rates: domestic and 
general service, 138.4 per cent? 
heuse heating, 36.1 per cent: indus- 
trial, 31.7 per cent. With the rate 
Schedule the county company ap- 
plied for permission to use thé 
mixed gas. 

Both the St. Louis County Gas 
Co. and Laciede have contracted 
to purchase natural gas from the, 
Mississippi River Fuel Corporation 
which brings gas by pipe line from 
the Monroe and Richland fields in 
Louisiana. It is understood both 
com panies pay the same rate to.the 
pipe line company, about 26 cents 
a thousand cubic feet. 

The St. Louis County Gas Co.,'is 
owned by the same interests which 
control the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., and Louis H. Egan, 
president of Union Electric, also is 
president of the gas company. 

Hearing on Laciede Schedules. 

Hearings on Laclede’s proposed 
rates for mixed gas, providing an 
average reduction of 7.5 per cent 
in the general service and domes- 
tic’ rate, began before the Public 
Service Commission in Jefferson 
City today. 

The rates to the majority of 
county users have been slightly 
lower than Laclede rates in St. 
Louis since the most recent rate in- 
crease of Laclede in 1929. Accord-

Quotas Will Be Fixed for 
Firms and Capitalists —

A “command campaign” for the 
raising of $600,000 for emergency 
relief of the destitute unemployed, 
to match the amount to be raised 
by the city government throtgh 
special taxes, was announced today 
by Mayor Miller and the Crisis 


Committee of business and civic 
leaders, for the week of Feb. 21. 
$100,000 Released at Once. 

Comptroller Nolte~™ announced 
this afternoon that the $109,000 
appropriation, passed by the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday, would be 
released immediately for use of the 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment. In approving the 
appropriation bill last week, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment stipulated that the money 
should be disbursed only when an 
equal amount had been raised by 
private contributions. 

Today Tom K. Smith, chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee, talked 
with the member; of the Board of 
Estimate, and they decided that, 
since the campaign -had been deter- 
mined upon, they would be justi- 
fied in releasing the city appropri- 
ation for the present urgent need. 

The city will make later appro- 
priations, equal in amount to the 
sums raised in the campaign for 
funds. up to the amount yielded 
by the ~pecial tax measures, two of 
which, ‘je gasoline tax increase 
and the parking lot tax, are now in 
force. 

A statement issued by the Mayor 
and committee described the cam- 
paign as “semivoluntary, with full 
official backing.” The backbone of 
the campaign, it is stated, will be 
an appeal to firms, executives and 
employes, and to capitalists and 
professional men, for gifts based on 
their holdings or income. 
Business executives with salaries 
over $6000 a year will be asked to 
subscribe certain amounts monthly. 
Firms will be asked to meet defi- 
nite quotas, in quarterly payments. 
Employes making from $1000 to 
$6000 a year, or jess than $1000 if 
unmarried, will be asked to sub- 
scribe 1 per cent a month, to be 
taken from their pay. 

To Conascript Leadcrs. 
The “assessment” feature of 
Mayor Miller’s original plan, pre- 
sented by him to the committee 
last Thursday, has not been incor- 
ported in the plan as adopted, the 
committee says, but warning is 
given that if the “semi-voluntary” 
plan does not produce the desired 
results, more drastic methods will 
be necessary. 
Because of lack of time and the 
desire to save overhead costs, -it is 
stated, “the citizenship is placed on 
honor” to respond to the appeal.

labor to organize. 

2. As a Federal District Judge, 
he exhibited in case after case a 
bias and prejudice against labor 
organizations inconsistent with 
judicial fairness; and in effect 
continued to be a partisan advo- 
cate of the policies of employers 
who seek to destroy labor organ- 
izations. 

3. In his blind partisanship and 
antagonism to labor unions Judge 
Wilkerson has not followed the 
law as laid down by the Supreme 
Court, but has attempted to write 
new law, has violated existing 
law and has sought to assume 
and to exercise judicial power 
never conferred upon his court. 

Commenting on Wilkerson’s deci- 
sion in the “Daugherty injunction 
case” Richberg said: ‘“‘He attempted 


‘to extend the authority of the sin- 


gle district court throughout the 
United States and he invaded the 
jurisdiction of all other district 
courts. He permitted his court to 
be used _to prevent the settlement 
of the shopmen’s strike and his 
court became a  strike-breaking 
agency in behalf of railway man- 
agements which had defied the 
Government and flouted the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He 
wrote bitterly partisan opinions in 
this case, branding as criminal con- 
spirators labor leaders of unblem- 
ished reputations, although the 
Government admitted that it had 
been unable (even with the help of 
the railroads) to produce any evi- 
dence connecting a single one of 
these leaders with any unlawful 
act. These are the same leaders 
and organizations who just con- 
cluded a national agreement with 
the railroads to protect the welfare 
of the industry and the public wel- 
fare.”’ 

Overruled by Supreme Court. 

In the subsequent case, in 1924, 
Richberg said, the unanimous opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court was that 
Judge Wilkerson was absolutely 
wrong in holding that the shop- 
men's strike was unlawful and that 
the restrictions of the Clayton act 
did not prohibit his injunction. 


In a still later case, Richberg 
continued, the unanimous opinion 
of the Supreme Court was that 


Wilkerson was absolutely.wrong in 
trying to extend his authority over 
the whole United States. 

Richberg quoted the recent book 
of former Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty, which, he said, ‘contains some 
of the most monumental] falsehoods 
I have ever read,” to show that 
Daugherty took the shopmen’s case 
before Judge Wilkerson ‘“‘to smash 
the unions and to aid the railroads 
that were opposed to settling the 
strike.” 

Answering questions of Senator 
Borah and Walsh of Montana, 
Richberg said that the Wilkerson 
injunction delayed the settlement 
of the railway controversy. 

Cites Three Injunctions. 

Richberg declared that the 
“Daugherty injunction case” of 
1922 in which Judge Wilkerson at- 
tempted to enjoin railroad workers 
from carrying on \a strike, was not 
the only labor injunction decision 
which disclosed the Chicago Judge's 
philosophy regarding employers and 
employes. He cited Wilkerson’s in- 
junction in 1926 against electrical 
workers, forbidding them to strike 
against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co., and his injunction in 
1928 against the Musicians’ Union 
of Chicago, in which men who had 
no contract of employment were 
actually forbidden to leave thelr 
employment “unless with the con: 
gent of their employers.”

WASHIN , Feb. 9. Revised 
Treasury, estimates showed today 
that the House Ways and Means 
Committee must devise a bill that 
will produce - $1,241,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue annually, instead of 
$920,000,000 first estimated. 
A new table of revenue needs 
submitted by Acting Secretary of 
Treasury Mills disclosed that the 
original figures submitted by the 
‘Treasury based on September and 
October data would fall $321.000,- 
600 short of meeting the needs. 
Mills had. explained to the com- 
mittee that the original estimates 
were based on an expected upward 
trend of business. 
As he emerged from the ‘com- 
mittee room today he said the new 
estimates were hased on “January 
lows which are below  expecta- 
tions” and as a result plans to 
raise revenue on the administra- 
tion proposals would have to be 
altered. 
After the executive meeting, act- 
ing Chairman Crisp of the commit- 
tee issued a statement saying $455,- 
000,000 of additional revenue above 
the revised administration propos- 
als would be needed to balance the 
budget at thé beginning Of the fis- 
cal year 1934. 
“On the basis of the estimates 
submitted to Céfigress in the annual 
report “of the Secretary of 
Treasury, additional revenue in the 
amount of $920,000,000 was neces- 
sary to balance the budget fer the 
fiscal year 1933, exclusive of debt 
requirements,” Crisp said. 
“On the basis of revised  esti- 
mates which take into account de- 
velopments singe the autumn of 
1931, it appears that further addi- 
tional revenue iff the amount of 
4321,000,000 will be requited to 
met this same objective. 
“The revenue proposals made by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in his 
report were estimated at that time 
to yield $920,000,000. Revised esti. 
mates reduced that total to $786,- 
000,000, indicating that an addi- 
tional $455,000,000 must be provid- 
ed for, either through increases in 
taxes or reduction in expenditures.” 


PULLMAN PORTERS’ PAY CUT 
CHICAGO, Feb. 9.--The Pullman 
Co. has decided to reduce the wages 
of sleeping car porters $5 a month, 
the equivalent of the last wage in- 
crease granted the porters in 1929.

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Mixed Gas Rate in County 
17 Pct: Less Than Laclede’s| 


Laclede company, the first witness, 
explained the company’s contract 
for. purchase of natural gas from 
‘the Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 
tion, through the Missouri Indus- 
trial Gas Co., a corporation affili- 
ated with Laclede. He said the 
Missouri company will pay the pipe 
line 26 cents a thousand cubic feet 
and sell it to Laclede without 
profit, adding only carrying costs, 
which he said were 2.5 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. He said the 
carrying costs were based on use 
of a main five miles long in trans- 
ferring gas from the pipe line to 
the Laclede company. 
Would Take Over Assets. 

White said that if the Commis- 
sion was not satisfied with this ar- 
rangement, “the Laclede company 
will be\perfectly willing, to take 
over the assets of the Missouri In- 
dustrial company and operate it, 
and take gas direct from the pipe 
line.” In this case Laclede would 
be able to add the value of the 
Missouri property to its rate base 
upon which it is entitled to earn a 
return.

“This estimate,” Muench = said, 
‘is based, to a large extent, upon 
the sharp decline in construction 
costs since Dec. 31, 1927, the date 
of the commission’s last valuation, 
when $47,000,000 was found.” 

This was, in effect, a plea that 
the principle of reproduction cost, 
so often used to the advantage of a 
utility, now be applied at a time 
when changing price trends would 
give the advantage to the consum- 


ers. 
Reduction. 
In applying for permission to 
serve mixed natural and manufac- 
tured zas of 800 B. T. U., the La- 
clede company proposed rates on

East St. Louis Food Distributer 
Makes Low Offer in 
Price War. 


Price cutting in Bast St. Louis 
between dairies and food distribu- 
ters which. began a month ago re- 
sulted this morning in a new low 
price of two quarts of milk for 5 


j cents, announced by a food distrib- 


uter. 

Large dairies, except Pevely and 
St. Louis, are now selling milk in 
East St. Louis for 9 cents a quart 


and 6 cents a pint and two chain 
store organizations are giving a 
quarter-pint of cream with each 
purchase of a quart of milk for 
prices ranging from 8 cents to 10 
cents. The price in St. Louis is 11 
cents a quart. 

The firm that announced the 
new low price is the Dauer Pack- 
ing Co., 3301 State street. Last. 
Friday, when three of the large 
dairies,«the Home, St. Clair, and 
Highland, cut the quart price to 9 
cents, the Dauer company reduced 
its price to 7 cents. 

Wilbur A. Tuthill, secretary of 
the company, said he would stay in 
the competition “to the finish,” al- 


though he could not make a profit | 


at two quarts for 5 cents. 
Eight Cents Fair Price. ’ 

“At the same time,”’ Tuthill said, 
“eleven cents a quart is too much 
for milk. There is too big a spread 
between the price to the producer 
and the retail price. The fair price 
of milk, in my opinion, would be 7 
cents a quart, except in three fall 
and winter months of the year, 
when it should be 8 cents.” Tuthill 
also is president of the Farmers’ 
Sales Co., a co-operative, at the 
National Stockyards. 

Some other food distributers that 
handle milk only on order, but 
have no regular routes have an- 
nounced new prices of 8 and 9 cents 
a quart, for two grades of milk. 
All are allowing the same return of 
2 cents for an empty bottle. 

A Belleville dairy. began this 
week to deliver milk in East St. 
Louis at 7 cents a quart, according 
to TuthillL

Urge La Follette--Costigan 


$375,000,000 Measure 
and Present Four-Point 
Program.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Leaders 


of the American Federation of La- 
bor and state labor organizations 
today took to President Hoover an 
appeal for passage of the La Fol- 
lette-Costigan bill for direct Fed- 
eral employment relief. 

In addition the labor spokesmen 
proposed ‘his four-point program: 

Immediate establishment of a 
five-day week in private and pub- 
lic industry. 

Cessation of “the wage cutting 
policy which has been relentlessly 
pursued during the year 1931 and 
which has resulted in a destruction 
of mass buying power and the cre- 
ation of fear and distrust in the 
minds of millions of working men 
and women.” 

Creation of work opportunities. 

That all efforts possible be made 
to keep the boys and girls in school. 

President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor and members 
of the organization’s executive 
council headed the delegation of 
about 100 that called at the White 
House.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The 
many-sided conflict over Federal 
relief for the jobless today waxed 
more acute and chaotic. While 
Democratic Senators battled for 
their substitute bill, which would 
lend the states $375,000,000 # for 
hunger relief and give them $375.,- 
000,000 for road construction, more 
than 100 presidents of national and 
international labor unions’ voted, 
after exciting scenes, to descend 
on the White House in a body and 
demand prompt and direct Federal 
assistance. 

The labor leaders reasserted their 
support of the La Follette-Costigan 
bill, under which $375,000,000 in 
Federal funds would be distributed 
among the states in proportion to 
their needs and population. “Men- 
tion of the Democratic substitute. 
with its combined loan and gift 
features, was greeted with jeers and 
the measure was denounced as “a 
subterfuge,” intended merely to 
confuse the situation and obstruct 
action on the La Follette-Costigan 
bill. 

Still Another Substitute. 

In the meantime, still another 
substitute had been prepared by 
Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michigan. 
Simpler than either of the other 
measures, it provides for the ap- 
propriation of $375,000,000 to be 
placed at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent, who would apportion it among 
the several states upon application 
by the Governors, the latter to be 
responsible for its ultimate distri- 
bution, 

An extraordinary pitch of ve- 
hemence was displayed at the con- 
vention of labor leaders, who met 
at the call of William Green, pres- 
ident of the American Federation 
of Labor.

HOOVER CONSIDERS 
SMALL INVESTORS’ 
DEBENTURE ISSUE 


By Offering Reconstruc- 
tion Obligations in Little 
Denominations Way Is 
Seen to End Hoarding.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The ad- 
ministration is considering selling 
a part of the $1,500,000,000 of re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
debentures in small denominations 
directly to the public. 

Although no definite decision has 
been made, President Hoover was 
represented today as feeling that 
such actiog might draw out of hid- 
ing money which has been hoard- 
ed. 

The reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has $500,000,000 available 
through direct appropriation and 
has the authority to sell through 
the treasury $1,500,000,000 in se- 
curities. 

The securities, it was said, would 
make an attractive investment for 
the small investor because not 
only would the financial power of 
the Governmem be behind them 
but loans made by the corporation 
must under the law be adequately 
secured. 

Col. Frank Knox, who heads 
President Hoover’s anti-hoarding 
campaign, has been in close touch 
with Charles G. Dawes, president 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. 

Dawes has discussed the matter 
with a number of officials but as 
yet the directors of the corporation 
have not taken official action. 

If the sectrities are sold direct- 
ly to the public, the procedure will 
be similar to that followed when 
the Government sold Liberty and 
Victory loan bonds.

RULES FOR LOANS 
BY U. 5. FINANCE 
BODY GIVEN OUT 


Advances on Foreign Paper 
Barred — Borrowers May 
Be Subjected to Full Ex- 


amination.

Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, under Charles G. Dawes, late 
yesterday announced rules to gov- 
ern its lending of Government 
funds. 

These rules provide a limit on 


loans of three years at the most, 
but leave terms, maturity and na- 
ture of security to decision of the 
board in each individual case. The 
borrowing corporations may be re- 
quired to make a complete dis-« 
closure of their condition. 

Special provisions are attached 
to railroad loans. 

The following rules were madé 
public. 

“No loans or advances may be 
made upon foreign securities or 
foreign acceptances as collateral 
or for the purpoBe of assisting in 
the carrying or liquidation of such 
foreign securities or acceptances. 

“No loan may be made for the 
purpose of initiating, setting on 
foot or financing any enterprise 
not initiated, set on foot or under« 
taken prior to Jan. 22, 1932, exe 
cept that this limitation does not 
apply to loans made to agricul« 
tural or livestock credit corpora- 
tions or Federal land banks, joint 
stock land banks or Jederal in- 
termediatg credit banks, or to 
loans made to banks for the pur- 
pose of financing agricultural op<« 
erations. 

“All borrowers must consent to 
such examinations as the corpor- 
ation may require and reports of 
examinations by constitutedauthor- 
ities may be furnished by such 
authorities to the corporation on 
request therefor.” 

Loans on Notes, 
made directly on promissory notes 
of the borrower, or through dis- 
count or rediscount of obligations 
tendered for the purpose in such 
manner as to impose on the bor- 
rower an unconditional obligation

The dogs 
‘want the bone more than they do their 
respect for one another. 

In this respect, nations are like dogs, 
and, if the booty is sufficiently attrac- 
tive, no League of Nations or any other 
league of addicts for peace will prevent 
nations from fighting one another. 

We all seem to think that a nation is 
entirely different from the individuais 
that comprise the nation. We can g0 
back as far as 2500 B. C. and read the 
precepts of Ptah-hotep and find that 
human nature has not changed one iota 
in 4432 years. 

All of a sudden, the nations of the 
earth, after a devastating war, finding 


sequently more docile than before, offer 
as a joint expediency the League of Na- 
tions, expetting thereby to revolutionize 
the customary trend of ‘human thought. 
In our present state of mind, we are fdr 
removed from the acceptance of any form 
of ideally perfect social and political 
Utopia. 

All civilized countries have many laws, 
courts and jails, but no one has ever 
found any evidence to the effect that 
these institutions prevent crime. In the 
United States we have more laws, idiotic 
and otherwise, than any other nation on 
the face of the earth, and yet the United 
States is the most criminal of nations. 
Our, penitentiaries, jails and courts are 
being constantly augmented to accommo- 
date the ever-increasing business of 
crime. And we speak of peace among 
nations when at the same time we cannot 
keep order and maintain peace within 
our own confines. er 

Humanft ego prevents us from intelli- 
gently comparing our lot with that of the 
lesger animals of the earth. For the ob- 
jects of defense, nature has provided the 
horse with strong legs and sharp hoofs: 
the deer with antlers, hoofs and fleetness 
of body: the tiger. leopard and lion with 
sharp teeth and claws: the monkey with 
nimble body to climb trees, and man, the 
most defenseless of all animals, has de- 
veloped a brain to devise mechanical en- 
gines of defense and destruction. 

When we eliminate penitentiaries, jails. 
courts, police systems, navies, armies and 
other mediums for enforcing human be- 
havior, in other words, after we have be- 
come civilized, then we might expect au- 
tomatically a peaceful determination of 
all human differences. Until then, jeal- 
ousy, selfishness, greed and intolerance 
will reign supreme in the world as they 
have since man left the forest. 

Human nature fundamentally is against 
peace. Attend a wrestling match, a prize 
fight, a cock or badger fight or a bull 
fight and hear the human mob roar its 
demand for blood. All human beings are 
potential criminals and only during times 
of war are their natural instincts and in- 
clinations given free rein. 

From among the 95 per cent of human 
beings, cannon fodder will always be 
drafted for the support and edification of 
the controlling & per cent. The political 
czars of the future will continue to ex- 
piloit, as they have done during the entire 
history of mankind, the great army of 
weak “Ininds and strong bodies who are 
entirely willing to be targets for bullets, 
salute a flag, rise to a national anthem 
and go over the top simply because some- 
one in authority commands them to do 
so.

Certainly, for the Democratic party 
to go into the next presidential race with Mr. Smith 
as a candidate would be to invite defeat. 

The next national campaign in the United States 
will be related in many ways to the plight of the 
world. Blind though we be to the certainty that the 
world looks to us for leadership, the press of events 
everywhere is fast forcing us to a realization of our 
responsibility. Mr. Smith is not a man whose vision 
encompasses so great a scene. Admirable executive 
though he is, events wave so far carried us out into 
the world beyond our shores that they have left him 
far outside their orbit. His is not in this respect 
a peculiar case. The same thing has happened to many 
another able man in public life whose usefulness end- 
ed with his domestic service, as it will happen to 
many another such. To think of the gulf between 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler and Mr. Smith in this 
respect is to make graphic the expectation not here 
alone but everywhere of the next President of the 
United States. 

To resume with the Smith candidacy would, more- 
over, reopen wounds that have by this time all but 
healed. The malodor of Tammany is even greater 
now than it was in 1928, nor is there any less re 
ligious intolerance in the country now than there 
was then. Mr. Smith must know these things. It is 
unfortunate that they, rather than the siren voice of 
ambition, did not decide his choice. 
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UP TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Congressman Cochran has rescued the new Federal 
building question from the bureaucrats and boosted 
it to the White House. That is a first-rate maneuver 
and it was accomplished only by Mr. Cochran’s ability 
and persistence. He realized to fight the battle alone 
was to lose it, so he enlisted the support of 24 other 
Congressmen in whose districts a similar problem is 
present. With a united front, they are asking for 
an added appropriation of $3,775,000 to complete Fed. 
eral building projects,. now vexatiously curtailed or 
delayed. 

Of this sum, St. Louis is asking for $1,250,000, the 
amount necessary to construct a 10-story building 
here, instead of the puny five-story structure the bu- 
reaucrats have allotted us. %ne of the main reasons 
for a new Federal building is that the present one 
is not large enough to house local Federal offices, 
with the result that some $65,000 a year is being paid 
out for rentals. A five-story building would not cure 
that situation. Moreover, to build five stories now 
and add five stories in the future would be far more 
expensive than to do the whole job now. The very 
valuable site the Government is surrendering is an- 
other major argument for the added appropriation. 
Certainly its sale price will materially offset the cost 
to the Government of the new building. 

With all regard for Mr. Hoover’s desire to pare 
expenses to the bone, it would be false economy to 
withhold the comparatively small sum of $3,775,000 
from the current building program of $250,000,000. 
We urge Mr. Hoover to approve it. 
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Japan is probably regretting its decision to play 
the bully in a China shop. 
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THE AUDITORIUM QUIBBLE. 


It was, in our opinion, a wise move for the Alder- 
men to pass the $3,700,000 Municipal Auditorium ap- 
propriation. In addition to the obvious desirability 
of completing all the 1923 projects as soon as pos- 
sible, the city will get more for its money in this pe- 
riod of depressed prices. Indeed, it is possible that 
$3,700,000 will be sufficient, not only to build the 
north section, but also to construct the 12,000-seat 
convention hall. Bids for the whole project are to 
be invited and, if a responsible contractor agrees to 
undertake it witn the money available, we shall have 
the auditorium as originally planned. 

During discussion of the bill, some hints were 
dropped that an injunction suit may be filed to block 
the project. Presumably such a suit would bring up 
the technical objection that.the city has no right to 
build the auditorium on ground set aside for the 
Memorial Plaza. The ordinance providing for the 
auditorium did not specify where it should be built, 
but the common understanding was it should be one 
of the features of the plaza. In order to safeguard 
itself from this objection, the city did not condemn 
the auditorium site, but acquired it in fee simple by 
direct negotiation with property owners. Moreover. 
the money for the site was paid, not out of plaza 
funds, but out of the $5,000,000 auditorium fund.

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A NOTABLE BANKING RECORD. 

Amidst the disastrous bank failures of recent years, 
the record of the mutual savings banks stands out 
as a notable achievement. With*some 600 of these 
banks in the country, only two have been forced to 
close their doors during the past two years. One 
of those which closed has since sed, and it is 
yexpected that depositors in the other will eventually 
be paid in full. At the end of 1931 deposits totaled 
over 10 billion dollars. This was an increase of over 
$500,000,000 in deposits in a year when the general 
‘public was distrustful of banking institutions. 

The first mutual savings banks in this country 
were started in 1816 in Boston and Philadelphia by 
public-spirited citizens, as a means of fostering sav- 
ings among the poorer people of the community. 
These banks have no stockholders, and are managed 
by a board, selected subject to the approval of the 
state banking authorities. They have spread very 
little, west of the Alleghanies, and their greatest de 
velopment has been in New England and New York, 
where they rank among the leading banking insti- 
tutions. In Massachusetts their deposits are over 
half of the total bank deposits in the State. A large 
part of the deposits of the mutual savings banks still 
comes from people of relatively small means. 
The outstanding record of these banks during the 
depression is not explained alone by the fact that they 
are located largely in sections where bank failures 
in general have been less severe. The tradition of 
the New England conscience and frugality, which 
prompted the'first mutual banks, has never been lost, 
and gave them a stability and conservatism which 
kept them from worshiping the false gods of the 
new economic era. The absence of the driving pres 
sure for profits, the failure to engage in high-pow- 
ered merchandising methods, and the lack of en- 
tangling alliances with investment affiliates pre 
vented them from growing as rapidly as other banks 
in recent years. But what appeared to be backward- 
ness and lack of initiative has since proved to be a 
source of strength. 
The mutual savings bank is an institution which 
is not transplanted easily into a new community, for 
it has its roots deep in tradition and custom. But 
the conservatism of management, and the idea of 
trusteeship for the money of the public, which has 
characterized these banks, has its lessons which are 
applicable to all forms of banking organization... 
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HADLEY AND ROOSEVELT. 
The article on the late Herbert S. Hadley in the 
eighth volume of the Dictionary of American Biog- 
raphy, just published, should end the report, current 
following the Republican national convention of 1912, 
that the friendship between Hadley and Roosevelt 
was broken by Hadley’s decision not to follow Roose- 
velt in the Bull Moose campaign. Tyrrell Williams, 
professor of law in Washington University, who is

Williams points out, the cordial relations of the two 
men remained intact. Herbert S. Hadley and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt had too much in common to cease be- 
ing friends over political differences. 
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_ THEN AND NOW.

F OR the last few years we have heen 


less inclined to encourage foolish com- 


warn the nation continually against it. We 
cannot be accused of habitual false optim- 
ism when we venture to state our belief 
that the very worst will be over within a 
few months from now, and that there jis 
hope in the heart of things. 

We are well aware of all the circum- 
stances that may well make this judgment 
seem a hardy opinion. The complex polit- 
ico-financial discussions in which France, 
Germany, Britain and the United States are 
chiefly concerned may come to a very crit- 
ical and stubborn phase. Until the insep- 
arable difficulties of debts and reparations 
are thoroughly solved and removed, there 
can be no final cure for the uncertainty 
and apprehension that are everywhere the 
worst enemies of world revival. But 
neither the French nor American Govern- 
ment officially admits that it is yet pre- 
pared to seek finality. The chronic crisis 
since last June, when Germany was forced 
to suspend her foreign payments, is in no 
way relieved, but is in some respects ag- 
gravated. 

We admit all this to the full. Yet in 
spite of it, we adhere to our view that the 
whole world’s necessity within the next five 
months will bring about the beginnings of 
a decisive international improvement. 


The key of the situation lies in Germany 
and nowhere else. British trials and hard- 
ships, heavy as they may be, are nothing 
in most respects to those now pressing on 
the German people. Pessimistic specula- 
tion dwells upon the possibility of chaos in 
Germany—even of civil war. We are satis- 
fied that there is no fear of it. 

No one must underestimate Hitler. He 
is passionately sincere. When he revolts 
from the subjection of his country under 
the Treaty of Versailles, he speaks for the 
inextinguishable soul of Germany. By vio- 
lence in the temper of civil war he would 
repel utterly the British, American and 
other sympathies that would be attracted 
and strengthened by courses more mod- 
erate In method, however determined in 
spirit. A g00d poacher makes a good 
gamekeeper. Potent agitators must become 
either responsible statesmen or burst bub- 
bles. The Nezis at no distant date may re- 
inforce the Government of the Reich by 
entering On constitutional terms. It is life 
and death for German interests to main- 
tain political order and stability during the 
next six months. It will be done. 

This presumption does not mitigate from 
any point of view the gravity of the eco-

own interest. Whether we like it or not, 
there is no other practical ground of appeal 
or argument. No Power will make a sac- 
rifice not shared by the others. France is 
the principal “political creditor.” America 
and Britain, as the principal ‘‘commercial 
creditors,” are in a very different and more 
ironic or even ludicrous position. On ordi- 
nary business security, as they supposed, 
they made large loans to post-war Germany 
for rebuilding and development. At pres- 
ent they cannot get back their money, which 
they never would have lent could they 
have foreseen the sequel. 

Their credits, meant to be recoverable 
at their early convenience, aré@ hopelessly 
“frozen” now and for the near future—to 
the particular and heavy embarrassment of 
London. By themselves America and Brit- 
ain cannot liquefy their claims. On the 
other hand, their money for years has been 
largely used by Germany to pay repara- 
tions to France. Otherwise, the whole 
crazy system of financial cross-purposes 
since the war would have broken down 
long ago. The egregious deadlock to which 
all the four nations chiefly concerned—the 
ex-enemy, two ex-allies and their ex-asso- 
ciates——have come at last is one of the 
great tragi-farcical episodes of all history. 


On the basis of impossible treatiés and 
the subsequent agreements, moderated but 
still injurious, the French claim to some 
degree of prolonged tribute from Germany 
is theoretically strong. Practically it is 
weak. It becomes weaker year by year. 
Nothing on earth can prevent its collapse 
before the world is much older. 

Without the flow of American and Brit- 
ish commercial leans to Germany, the lat- 
ter could not have paid reparations to 
France. So far, Germany has not paid 
them. America and Britain have paid 
them, in addition to remitting a vast part 
of the original French debts. Unless the 
American and British creditors are repaid 
within some reasonable, even if lengthened, 
period, and unless a far stronger presump- 
tion of future security can be established, 
there will be no more loans to Germany 
and no possibility of reparations to France. 

The sure way out is through total cancel- 
lation of war debts and reparations. -It is 
now the Only sure way and the only sane 
way.

of learning or proficiency, though 
coveted by am abnormai number of 
people “mostly for utilitarian rea- 


sons.

Real Task of Conference. 


“Since practically all the na- 
tions of the world have now 
pledged themselves not to wage 
aggressive war, we believe this 
conference should and can suc- 
cessfuly devote itself to the aboli- 
tion of weapons which are devoted 
primarily to aggressive war and 
We are prepared to give earnest 
and sympathetic consideration to 
any plans or proposals which Seem 
to furnish a practicable and sound 
basis upon which we may effect 
a genera! limitation and reduction 
of armaments and establish a more 
healthy and peaceful state of af- 
fairs. 

“It is my purpose today to lay 
before you certain points which 
the American delegation advocates. 
Let me say that this list is not ex- 
clusive and contains merely some 
of the thoughts which we feel will 
carry on some of the purposes of 


3ithe conference. 


American Proposals, 


"1. The American Government 
advocates consideration of the draft 
convention as containing the dut- 
lines for a convenient basis for dis- 
cussion, while expressing its entire 
willingness to give full considera- 
tion to any’ supplementary propos- 
als calculated to advance the end 
we all seek. 

“2. We suggest the possibility of 


| prolonging the existing naval agree- 


ments concluded at Washington 
and London, and we advocate com. 
pleting the latter as soon as pos- 
sible by the adherence of France 
and Italy. 

“3. We advocate proportional re- 
duction frem the figures laid down 
in the Washington and London 
agreements on naval tonnage as 
soon as all parties to the Washing- 
ton agreement have entered this 
frame work. 

“4. We advocate, as we long 
have done, the total abolition of 
submarines. — 

“5. We will join in formulating 
the most effective measures to pro- 
tect civilian population against 
aerial bombing. 

Would End Gas Warfare. _ 
“6. We advocate the total aboli- 
tion of lethal gases and bacteriolog- 
ical warfare. 

“7. We advocate, as I have al- 
ready stated, the computation of 
the number of armed forces on the 
basis of the effectives necessary for 
the maintenance of internal order 
plus some suitable contingent for 
defense. The former are obviously 
impossible of reduction; the latter 
is a question of relativity. 

“8. We agree in advocating spe- 
cial restrictions for tanks and 
heavy mobile guns, in other words. 
for those arms of a peculiarly of- 
fensive character. 

“9. We are prepared to consider 
a limitation of expenditure on ma- 
terial as a complementary method 
to direct limitation, feeling that it 
may prove’ useful to prevent a 
qualitative race, if and when quan- 
titative limitation has been effected. 


Points Not Exclusive. 


“T have already said these nine 
points are in no sense exclusive, but 
I méntion them merely in order to 
focus attention upon the methods in 
which we have the greatest hope of 
early practical realization. 

“The nations of the Western 
hemisphere have long since pre- 
pared themselves for an interna- 
tional life in which the solution of 
difficulties will be sought by pa- 
cific means only. The problem of 


hemisphere. Of the five principal 
navies of the world only one be- 
longs to an American nation and 
to this navy the principle of pro- 
portionate limitation and reduction 


Not a single American nation pos- 
sesses an army .which brings fear 
to its neighbors. For half a cen- 
tury no international war has oc- 
curred between the nations of our 
hemisphere. There is no surer evi- 
dence that self-restraint from over- 
armament safeguards peace. 

“There is more security to be had 
in friendly co-operation between 
nations than in reliance on force. 
The best defense a nation can have 
is the good will of its neighbors. 
Nevertheless, and in spite of the 
fact that we ourselves have reduced 
the personnel of our land forces to 
a figure below the _ proportion 
reached by any great European 
Power, we are here to co-operate 
to the utmost of our ability.

South naturally led his only card 
of his partner’s spade suit, the ace 
overtaking the king. North could 
have reasoned easily, after declarer 
followed suit, false-carding the 9, 
that it was impossible for the 4 to 
be a fourth-best; it could not be 
the top of a doubleton or trebleton, 
since all lower cards were in sight;

Had two more spades been cashed 
then, for heart discards by the 
partner, the heart ace would then 
put the latter in shape to ruff a 
heart and later two trump tricks 
could have set the contract four 
tricks. 

North decided, for some reason, 
to switch from the spades to his 
partner’s diamonds. This so upset 
South that, after declarer won the 
trick and led a trump, South clut- 
tered up with the king, which had 
to be overtaken by North's ace.
